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New York Chinese demonstrate at office of Health and Hospitals Cor- 
poration. They were promised a new hospital next year. 


Hospital pramised 
fo NY Chinese 


NEW YORK 一 A promise is bet- 
ter than nothing. An official for 
the Health and Hospitals Corpora- 
tion prormised a group of Chinese 
last week that a new hospital 
would open next summer on the 
Lower East Sidqe_ even though the 
corporation had a $30 million 
budget deficit. 

Dr. Joseph IT. English，the cor- 
poration president，met with the 
group after a protest march for 
better health service that ended in 
picketing outside his offices at 
125 Worth St. 

The .protestors_ demanded， 
among other things，that service 
be imnproved at Gouverneur 再 ospi- 
tal Ambujlatory Care Unit, Gouver- 
neur Slip and Front Street，and 
that the city speed the opening of 
anew Gouvermeur Hospital . 


All facilities at the New Gouver-、 


neur,including in-patient care, will 
be opened for service by July 
1972，Dr. English declared,，“bar- 
ring things entering the Picture 
that we don't now know about.” 

He explained that the opening 
would mean cutting funds and 
serVvices at 18 other municipal hos- 
pitals because “we know the tre- 
mendous need to open the new 
Gouverneur. 

Dr. English told the group that 
he“totally agreed”with another 
demand 一 that more Chinese doc- 
tor and medical workers be re- 
cruited and trained. He said also 
that subject to the rules of the 
了 Health and Hospitals Corporation 
board he would agree to establish- 
ment of a community board to 
Participate in the new-.hospital's 
Policies. 

了 e was applauded ashe spoke to 


the group in-a second-tloor con- 
ference room that was lined with 
banners of protest, but there were 
outbursts of disapproval after he 
left. 

Thomas Tam，director of the 
Lower East Side Neighborhood 
Health Council， said that Dr. Eng- 
lish had not made enough guaran- 
tees and that several eldqerly people 
had wanted to explain their prob- 
lems to him. 


For example，one woman，wear- 
ing a button reading “Hamilton- 
Madison Senior Center,” told a 
:reporter that when she went to 
the hospital and did not see the 
one Chinese-speaking Person she 
Knew there, she became frightened 
and left. 

The doctors take blood，others 
complained，but do not explain 
why-. 

Mr. Tam，an organizer of the 
march，acted as translator at the 
meeting. He explained that the 
need was not so mmuch for medical 
Workers of Chinese extraction as 
for people who spoke Chinese. 


“We don't want quotas of Chi- 
nese workers, as Dr. English seems 


to think” Mr Tam said, “but- 


people who speak Chinese to break 
down the language balrrier.” 

The demand for better health 
service in Chinatown was said to 
stem from a health fair conducted 
in the _ community by youths last 
summer._ Statistics compiled by 
sponsors of the fair indicated that 
the Chinese- had a high _ incidence 
of tuberculosis, syphilis and dental 
trouble.

the school. “It goes on all .the 
time,”complained.-Candyce 玫 aku， 
a_ Franklin student. “You cant 
even go to the bathroom without 
fear of being beaten up The 
blacks don't understand our cul- 
ture--they make fun of our lan- 
guage. If it was the other way 
around, what would they do?” 

Another student，Robert Woo， 
said Asians have felt for a long 
time that there is a problem and 
are tired or waiting for something 
to happen. He said Asians either 
would take care of themselves or 
the school district would have to 
do something to help them. 

Maxine Loo，who speaks fluent 
Cantonese and Mandarin，was re- 
hired as instructor of the English 
as Second Language class. She was 
on staff last year but was dropped 
because of budget. 

Bottomly said the _ district has 
as Immany as 700 students who cant 
speak English and that district 
efforts to help them are reaching 
only a few， He assured budget 
next year to Inount a Program to 
help up to 1,000 of these students 
styrmied by a language barrier.

Restaurant alien 
raids in NY eased 


NEW YORK 一 Chef No. 1 and 
No. 2 won't have to worry about 
lining up against the wall anymore 
Whenever an imrmigration agent 
calls. 

Sol Marks，New York District 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service director,has informed Chil- 
nese restaurant Owners his depart- 
ment will take it easy in searches 
for illegal aliens. 

MarKs reversed his Position of 
several months ago which saw 
gung ho raids during busy dining 
hours at Chinatown restaurants 
rounding up seamen who had 
jumped ship. 

From here on,he wrote, restaura- 
teurs，investigations will be con- 
ducted with a minimnum of disrup- 
tion of business and disturbances 
of customers and employees. 

Restaurant owners had com- 
Plained that Previous immigration 
searches had been disruptive，anad 
the investigators less than courte- 
OUsS. 

In a letter drafted with the help 
of Victor 百 . Li, a Chinese Ameri- 
can law professor at Columbia 
University, translated into Chinese， 
and directed to Chinatown organi- 
zations, Marks says that restaurant 
ownhners have the right to forbid 
searches _ during business hours， 
and that，even 还 a restaurant 
owner should allow officerst to 
question his employees, the latter 
have the right not to respond. 

Marks” stand seven Imonths ago 
had been that immigration officers 
WwWere .not required to _ ask the 
Owners” permission to conduct 


searches, but that they did so as a 
COUrteSy. 

He says that“an alien who fails 

to respond to inquiries may be 
subject to arrest，but only 证 the 
officer has reason to believe that 
the arrested alien is in the United 
States in violation of law and is 
likelv to abscond.” 
According to the INS,， most of 
the Chinese here illegally are sea- 
men who “jump”their ships in 
American Ports. 

The letter from Marks，which 
will be mailed to every Chinese 
restaurant in' the city，explains 
that if a restaurant Owner refuses 
permission to immigration officers 
to question employees，'“the offi- 
cers will leave and will seek to 
arrange for a visit at 3a Imore coOn- 
venient time and under mutually 
acceptable conditions.?” 


DRAMATIC JUMP IN 
ASIAN IMMIGRANTS 


A sharp increase in immigration 
to_ the United States from Asia， 
especially from China and the 
Philippines, is.noted in the current 
Inonthly review of the FEederal 
Reserve Bank of San Francisco. 

In the 1960-65 fiscal period 
there were 108,000 Asian immi- 
grants, the bank reported, whereas 
there have been 232,000 in the 
five years 1966-70. 

In the five years there have been 
36,000 from the Philippines，76 ,- 
000 Chinese，28,000 Indians and 
26,000 玫 oreans, it said.

During World War LI the Propa- 
ganda againist the Japamese slowed 
down because Japan was allied 
with the U.S. But no sooner had 
the war ended, but politicians and 
others reassumed their anti-Japa- 
nese rojles.

1928 by a group of Nisei, wrote 3 
letter to the President of the U.S.

“In this solemn hour we pledge 
our fujlest cooperation to you, Mr. 

Now 
that Japan has instituted this at- 
tack upon our lands, we are ready 
and prepared to expend our fullest 
effort to repel this invasion，to- 
gether with our fellow Americans: 

Unfortunately the letter was ig- 
nored and, close to a year later, an 
evacuatipn notice was issued to 
75,000 Americans of Japanese des- 
cent. These notices were posted 
all along the West Coast of the- 
U.S.，informing the Japanese- 
Americans to evactuate their 
homes，taking with them only 
bare necessities when they report- 
ed to _ certain detention camps， 
These camps had poor and un- 
sanitary conditions， existing in the 
cold of the mountains or the heat 


.of the desert.

Ship seven years later. 

My mother's father was immedi- 
ately taken by the FEFBI，because 
he was a _ community leader，and 
they feared that he may have had 
secret connections with Japan. 
They later found out the contrary 
amnd released him，after the war. 
Meanwhile the rest of the family 
stayed at an evacuation carmnp until 
the end of the war. 

Why was the U.S. afraid of the 
Japanese in American Because the 
U.S. government was Uncertain of 
their loyajlty to the country. After 
all, they figured .. . well“a Jap's 
a Jap.” But mainly because the 
Japanese were different Ihey 


were yellow and not white. 


And why didn't the U.S. govern- 
ment evacuate the Germans and 
Italians of -American citizenshbip ， 


also? True，some of the Germans 
and Italians were requested to 


change their Place of residence 
by Private apartment owners. BuUt 
still，they were free. The answer 
here: again prejudice Plays an im- 
Portant role; the Japanese Were 
yellow and not white. 

Why did the U.S. single out the 
Japanese for four years of hard- 
ship and suffering 一 sure as hell? 
Think about it. 

In my opinion，the U.S was 
afraid of the power they had seen 
in Japan during World War I, the 
Russo-Japanese War, and now 
World War II. They were afraid to 
face this new nation in accepting 
it as a world Power. And once 
again, all the anti-Japanese Propa- 
ganda paid off.
